Ee has beea 
in the Linistry of Foreign Affairs of tha USS& for many years, and has 
lived in various parte of China. In Peiping his personal quarters ure 
on the second floor of the Consulate where he 1l:wes with his ‘wife Vara, 
also an employee of the soasulate, and their 9 months old daughter, 
dadezhda, They taxe their meals in the public dining room of the 
Gonsuiute, 


2. Sergei Sergeyevich Seryogin (Sseregin), vice consul, is stout and ubove 
average height. de is a military man and his maaners are described as 
common aad rough. lie has been in reiping for two years and originally 
served as Secretary. in addition to his consular duties in Peiping he 
has charge of the social life of the Soviet community iacludiag the 
Soviet Citizens! Asscciation and club. is wife. maria umitrievaa, 
kg omployed by the Sousulate , and they have two children: Jikolai, 
aged 5, and Olga, aged é. They live on tha sacond floor of the

weighs approximately 150 pounds, Le is blond, with an oval face and 
straight nose. Le dresses well and uses perfume and powder, During 
the war he was a major in the Soviet forces and saw froit lise duty; 
he has also served as a Military attache. In Peiping he went about the 
city more than the other Soviet officials, partly in connection with 
his direction of the VOKS office, Se knows Chinese, and often visited 
Chinese universities where he showsd Sovist films. Occasionally he 
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becomes intoxicated in one of the restaurants or beer-halls which he 
frequents. His wife, Yelisaveta Tikhonovna, was amployed as the 
consulate telephone operator until shortly before her son wae born, 
50 August. They have two other children: Nella, aged 7, who is 
mentally deficient, and Ura, aged 3, 


Sergei (Semen). Vasilievich Haslev was recently sent out from Moscow to 
succeed <udyakow &s secretary. He is 37 years old, speaks Chinese and 
English, and wee ospeoially trained for foreign service, He holds the

Their quarters were to-be on the 
second floor of the consulate building, space usually assigned te 
persoas important in the consulate. waslov’s office was te be in a 
separate building. 


Leonid Nikolayavich Trapeznikov arrived recently from Moacow te replace 
dAudyakov as treasurer. He is about 30 yeare of age, short and blond, 
He knows both Chinese and English. ile was accompanied by his wife, 

A. G. Trapeznikova, to be a member of the consulate staff; their tee 
children: Jina, aged 6, and Nikolai, aged 4; and his mother, 

A. Trapegnikovwa, aged 58. Comment. The ages given differ, 
but not significantly, from those previously reported. They wero 
given quarters on the second floor of the main consulate building, 
where Trapeznikov's office is located. 


Kulikov came from Nanking to Peiping in August, on temporary assigment 
as wilitary attache. His wife, Yekaterina Maksimowa <ulikowa, came with 
hia and served as his typist. Thay lived on the second floor of the 
consulate building and did not leave the grounds. During hia stay of 


approzimately three months, Ku s given the office formerly 
occupied by A. 5. Titov. Comment. <A, Kulikov has been 
reported as employed at the Embassy in “anking. ) 


Viadimir Vasilievwich Guzov, former radio operator at the Soviet 
consulute in Yeiping, was ready to leave for moscow but awaiting his 
relief. He is about 37 years old, 5 feet 9 inches tall, heawily built, 
with brown hair, an oval face and a fat hooked nose. He cares littis 
for his appearance and is often untidy. Guzov is the son of « priest, 
bora in kescew, For many years he lived in Viadikeawkas, Caucasus, where 
he joined the Soviet army. He is fond of talking about his servico at 
the front. After his wife and daughter, of whom he is oxtremely fond, 
left for the USSR on the Shuw.., ae began to frequent the "Freach Bakery” 
and beer-halis, usually with Kudyakov. Guzov’s wife wus the only wife of 
a Peiping consulate official who was not employed at the consulate. 
Comment. In July the radio transmitter of the Peiping consulate 
was moved to Tiembsin.) 


Nina Matunina, telephone operator at the USSR consulate, is 32 years old, 
brown-haired, and considered attractive. She is the stepdaughter of a 
shoemaker in Harbin named Ivanov. The consulate has been unable to help 
her contact her mother, who is atill in Harbin. Matunina knewa French and 
English and worked as a translator before joining the consulate staff. 

She has no political conviations but is striving to make a coarser in 
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the consular service, with the result thet she is faithful to her work 
for fear of losing her position and the place it gives her in the 
Soviet community. She has severed her relations with all emigrea and 
foreigners, and looks down on all Soviet citizens not employed at the 
consulate. She obtained a position at the censulate for her husband, 
“ernan batunin. She is reported to be ill-tempered and egotistic. 


Fedor Kovenko, consulate chauffeur, is a short, stout, dark man about 
50 years old. he has held this position for two years, having 
replaced Petukhoy. te has been @ Soviet citizen since 19235 and haa 
lived in Harbin and xongolia. He speaks both Chinese and kongolian. 
Le was formerly employed by the “eiping Sxecutive Headquarters an 
was offered a job in Nanking by the Americans when they moved, on 

the condition that he renounce Soviet citizenship, He went to 
Tientsin to obtain an emigre passport, but could not get it in the 
rejuired time, He is frieadly with Auayakov and frequently goes with 
him to restaurants and bars. Aowenks drinks heavily and is oftea 
intoxicated. Hia former wife, from whom he has been divorced for 
many years, lives in Shanghai. in August he was planning to marry 
Evstolia (possibly Yevdokia) Kotekova, former librarian of the Soviet 
Citizens’ Agsociation whe resigned becuuse the salary wea too low. 

At one time Xovenko thought of returning to the USSR, but there was 
no replacement for him at the consulate. He no longer desires to be 
repatriated. HKoveauke lives at the consulate. 


Vera Nikitishna Tikhvinskaya, wife of the Consul General, is a paid 
employee of the consulate but her position is not known. She is about 
5 feet 8 inches tall, dark-haired, and is considered unattractive. 

She leads a retired life and is visited only by Mrs. Seryogina. 


Kharia Dmitriewna Seryegina, wife of the vice consul, also has a paid 
but unstated position on the consulate staff, She is of average 
height, has dark blond hair, and does not appear to be a cultured

irs, A. G. Trapegmikowa, wife of the new treasurer, is the morning 
telephone supervisor at the consulate, having replaced lirs. dudyakova. 


baria Petrowme haglova, wife of the new secretary, is registered as 
an employee of the consulate, position unstated, She is a short woman 
with brown hair, about 30 years old. 


Yekaterina kaksimowa Kulikowa, wife of the temporary military attache, 
served as his typist. She is about 30 years old, fairshaired, aad is 
described aa a common type, neither tall nor good-looking. 


German matunin, the eleotrician and general repair man of the coasulete, 
is 36 years old, short, thic, dark, with brown hair and a small moustache. 
He is a graduate of a polytechnioal school in Uarbin. He worked for the 
Peiping Executive “eadquarters as # cinema operator and later was employed 
at the Fried electrical-radio shop. 1a 1946 he bacame a Soviet citizen. 
he has no «cnowledge of foreign languages. His wife, Sina hatuning, 
obtained his present position for him, and considers him her inferior. 

He is a jealous, quarralsome husband, very much in love with hie wife. 
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18 Mikhail Keksimovich Blinov is the superintendent of the consulate 
buildings and chief puard, having been appointed by Seryogin te 
aucceed Fodkosor. Comnent. P. 1. Podkosov, with his 

29X1A6a wife and twe daughters, left for Vindi vostox on the 35 SMOLNY in 
August.) Ne was formerly a guard and substitute chauffeur, He ins 
about 5 feet 8 inches tall, of medium build, dark, with a narrow 
face, heavy eyebrows and a small moustache. He has lived in Harbin 
and thangchun, and came to Peiping in 1946. In nddition to his 
duties at the consulate, he is orderly at the Soviet Citizeas’ Club. 
He enjoys liquor and frequents cabarets, often with Kargopoloy, one 
of the consulate guards. He and his wife live in the consulate 
compound in the building which houses the publio dining roca. 
airs. Bliaowa came with Seryogin from wukden and vorks as his house 
servant. She ig a small woman about 45 years old, with a cerrow face 
and a wart on her right cheek. 


17. Sergei Trofimovich Kargopolov, ove of the consulats guarda, ie a thin. 
bload man about 52 years old, and approximately 5 feet 4 inches tall. 
His narrow face is of the mongol typa, and his eyes are amali., He is 
untidy about his dresa and often intoxicated. Hs is a Cossack from 
Yenesei. In 1946 he became a Soviet citizen, but asither understands 
nor is interested in politics. Formerly he servec. as a guard for the 
American Auxiliary Polics. Ue is unmarried and lives in the coasulate 
compound in the buildiug behind the club. 


18. wikhail Kivsoriae, one of the dey guards at the consulate, is a tell 
maa with stooping shoulders, about 52 years old. His white hair is 
cut short and he wears eye-glasse:. he is of Lettish origin and has 
heen a Soviet citizen since 1946. le formerly worked for ths Japanese 
in the Railway Guard Yetachment and later for the American Auxiliary 
Police. He épeaks sowa Chinese and wagkish. He and his wife live in 
the building which houses the consulates publica dining room. lLrs. Lubev 
Sikolayerna Aivsoris is about 44 years old and works as sccond nurse in 
Kudyaxev's household, where she complains of bad treatment. 


19. Tikhon Lukyanovich Kostenke is tha guard of the consulate school and 
substitutes as gate guard for Kivsoris and wikhailov. He is about <6 
years old, He and his vife, Stepanida Pedorowa Kostenke, a housemaid 
at Tikhvinaky's, live i1 the consulate compound. 


20. «zikhail Ivanovich wikhailov, ene of the consulate night guards, was 
bora in 1897 at Nikolaysvsk. He was formerly a member of anti-~ 
Communist organizations, and served in World War I and the Civil far 
oa the side of the White Russians. we has been in China since 1920. 
anc has lived in Harbin and Shanghai. In 1946 he became » Soviat 
citizen and has been employed at the consulate since then. He alse 
holds a Chinese passport, Jo. 3458 TPU. His wife, Aleksandre 
Yasilievne wikhailova. is about 54 years old, at tenely deaf, and in 
poor health. 


21, Anastasia Jikolayeyna Tetyuyeve, nee Saikova, is a house servant of the 


aonsulate. She wes born in 1908 at iikelsk-Ussuriisk and has lived in 
Harbin, Hlagoveshehensk and Tientsin. She is above average height aad 
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ig described ea the Trans-Baikal type. She became a Soviet citizen in 
1946 and calls hersel?’ a Communist, but does not understand politics. 
Sho hae no knowledge of foreign languages. Her divorced husband, 

“A, 3. Tatyuyev, was formerly employed by the consulate as a gardener. 
After hie dismissel, he renounced his Sovist citizenship and has taken 
an emigre passport. ‘Tetyuyewa lives with her mother, Yelena Viktorovna 
xozhing, in the consuiate compound, dt intends to go to the USSR.

23. Krotov is the plumber at the Soviet consulate. He and his wife have 
been Soviet citizens since 1946. They live in the consulate compound. 


24, kydavev, carpenter at the consulate, is 55 years old, a bachelor, ard a 
Sovieb citizen since 1946. He lives in the consulate compound. 


25. ° Antonina Ponomareva, a nurse in Audya o¥y’s household, planned to leave 
on 15 September because of irs. Kudyakova’s unpleasantness. She has 
veen smpleyed in the consulate compound since she became a Soviet 
citizen in 1946. Ponomareva is about 24 years old, blond and good~ 
looking. 


26, L, Andreyev is in charge of the rental of tho buildings in the Soviet 
compound. he is a former vice president of the Peiping Soviet Citizens’ 
Association and still en ect.ve member of that organization. 


el. P. 1. Weinglass is ia charge of the repairs of the consulate houses. 


He is wiee president of the Soviet Citizens' Asseciation, 
Comment. His name has previously been reported as Vinegloss. 
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
